markets. Avoid buying any that seem 
to be set in concrete, and also avoid 
those with tiny fake or dried blossoms 
stuck on them. Nudge plants gently to 
be sure they are rooted. If the stem 
seems squishy, pass it by. Several 
reputable mail order nurseries special- 
ize in cacti and/or succulents. They 
offer a great number of kinds. 

Do not dig specimens from the wild. 
In some states it is illegal to do so, and 
in every case it is better to leave the
